New Election Law,

The new election law  enacted by the
Inst logrislatare of this state, to prevent
corrupt  practices at clections and to
provide n penalty for its violation, is a
mensure that was particalarly needed
and if its provisions are lived ap to it will
do much toward smoothing the path
of the oandidate, besides bringing the
rosult nearer the wishes of tho people
than has boen possible under the prac.
tioea herstofore 1n vogue in this state,
The casentinl fontures of the now law are
contained in the following selections ;

Section 1. That no eandidate for repre.
gentative or United States senator in
the congreas of the United States, orin
nny other public office created by the
constitution or lnws of this state to be
filled by popular election shall, by
himsolf, or by or through any agent
Or nEents, committee or organization,
or person or persons whatsoever, in the
ngeregnte,  with  the intention 1o
promote the nomination or  election of
#uch eandidate, or, in support of, or in
opposition to any measure  submitted to
popnlar vote do any of the following
things, which are hereby made unlaw-
ful, nnd the violation of any one or all
of which is made n misdemennor, pun-
ishuble by fine of not les than fifty
(&0 00) dollars, or imprisoment in the
county jail for a period notto  exceed
wix months.

First. FPurnish, pny for, or engage
to pay for, any entertiinmont to any
moeting of electors previons to or dor-
ing an election at which he is na
eandidate.

Soeoond. Giive awny or treat to any
drinks, cigars or other refreshments.

Third To pay out, give,contribute or
expend or offer oragree to pay,give, con
tribute or expend money or other valua-
ble thing for the purpose of promoting the
nomination or election of any candidate
or in sapport of or opposition to any
measure submitted to popular vote at
any eleotion, except for the bona fide
personnl expenses of any candidate for
public office, and for the purpose of
holding and condueting public meetings
for the discussion of public questions,
and then not in excess of A sum to be de.
termined upon the following basis,
namely :  For filve thonsand voters or
less, $100.00; for ench one hundred vot-
vrs over five thousand and under twenty-
five thousand,#1.50 ;for vach one hundred
voters over twentv-five thoosand and
under fifty thousand. £1.00; and nothing
additional for voters over fifty thounsand,
Any payment, contribution expendi-
ture, or agreement, or offpr to pay, con.
tribute or expend any money or thing of
value, in excess of the limit prescribed
by this act, for any or all such objects
and purposes, is hereby declared unlaw-
ful, and to make void the election of the
person making it, Hut this section
shall not apply in cases where such
nomination of such candidate, or of any
rival candidate for the same oftice shall
have been made prior to the taking ef-
fect of this net. Nothing in this section
shall refer to traveling expenses.

Sec. b, Any person failing to comply
with  the provisions of the third
seotion, or of the fourth section of
this act shall be liable toa fine not
exceeding one thonsand dollars, to  be
recovered  with  costs in an  action
brought in  the nume of the state by the
attorney general  or by  the county
attorney of the connty of the candidate's
residence, the amount of said fine to be
fixed within such limit by the jury, and
to be pud into the school fund of said
county.

This chapter further provides that
overy political committee shall appoint
and constantly maintain a  trensurer, to
receive, Keep and disburse all sums of
money received by said committee, and
that all money paid to the committe
shall pass through the handsof the treas-
urer. The trensurer is required to keep
a dotailed book account of the money
handled by himself and committes, and
within twenty days after every election,
cancus, couvention or primary election,
in connection with which he shall have
receivad any money, file in the office of
tho county clerk a full, true and de-
tailed acconut and statement, subseribed
and sworn to giving the date, object,
name of person from whom received or
to whom paid,of every sum of money
received or disburged. No committee or
oandidate is allowed to defray anry fees
or expenses in connection with the natu-
ralization of any alien or aliens,

If it shall be determined in court that
a candidate has been guilty of violating
the provisions of this law, judgmeut
shall be rendered declaring void the
election of such eandidate and ousting
and excluding him from office. Failure
on the part of the trensurer of a com-
mittee to file n report asrequired by
this law will subject him to imprison-
ment for not less than two or more than
six months.

Jnstice Again Defeated.

France has made nnother desperate
onst in the hope of saving from the dis-
grace it deserves her idol—the army.
Or rather, at this time it wounld be just
to say that the army has made the onst,
ns many of the people of the republic
have become awakened to the true situ-
ation and are no longer firm in their
worahip and sapport of their once idol.

Dreyfus has been re-convicted of the
enormous crimme for which he spent such
bitter years of intense misery on Isle du
Diable, He was convicted-—not becanse
he was guilty, not becanse he had en-
dangered the safety of France, or the
“‘honor'’ of her army, not because the
people of that republic demanded his
conviction, but because the high and
heretofore honored head of the army
needed a saerifice to their “‘honor,”” be-
cause the toils were slowly but surely
closing around this head and would cer-
tainly result in its complete and dis-
graceful overthrow.

They hope in thi= way to escape the
punishment that is surely coming—but
will they? “The mills of the gods grind
glowly, but they grind exceeding small,”
nud if the head of the army of France
does not in time meet its merited pun-
ishment, people will be compelled to ace
knowledge that the above proposition,
heretofore infallible, has for once met
defeat.

The army bhas already received its
partinl punishment in suicides, heart-
nches and worry, and that worry is still
distressing the actors in this horrible
tragedy.  They  renlize  that  their
“‘honor,” while for the present it is tem-
porarily upheld, the time is coming
when a greater sacrifice will be needed
and that sacrifice will be nothing short
of this snma head.

They have staved off the calamity—
but at what cost? ITorgery, intrigue,
perjury, attempted murder and all the
evils that conld possibly serve their ends
have been employed to the conviction of
Captain Dreyfus, Fear of their lives
from an outraged pnbliv compelled those
engaged 1n the trial to observe the ut-
most precantions, Armed guards and
secret detectives were in attendance on
nll their deliberations and the result is
still far from satisfactory.

The people ontside of France had con-
fidentially, up to a few days ago, looked
for Dreyfus to be clenrvd and given his
liberty, but sober sccond thought ac-
knowledged its impossibility, as that
meant the overthrow of men high in
power and the disgrace of the army.

The Rennes court martial, which
stood five to two for the conviction of
the suffering captain, has often mani-
fested marked partiality to the prosecun-
tion, admitting the most suspicions sort
of evidence that would lend plausibility
to its course, while the defense was
handicapped at every opportunity.

It is generally believed that the people
of France are justice loving and take
the same view of the proceedings that is
taken by the outside world, and that
they will not submit to this outrage is
considered probable. A continunnce of
such farcical proceedings means the
disgrace und overthrow of the republic,
but it is sufe to presnme that they will
not be allowed to continue, Friends of
the repablic sincerely hope so, at least.

The spirit of fairness and harmony
which prevailed thronghout the repub-
lican conference Saturday evenivg, in-
dicates that the desire of every delegate
present was to promote the interests of
the party, with a willingness to do
everything possible to secure the snceess
of the ticket at the fall election. Every-
thing considered, not nearly the bitter-
ness was developed in the cooference
that was feared. At the critical time,
when the pext few moments meant
the selection of one or the other of the
two men as the candidate, there were
gome sharp exchapges of oratory but
when the result was finally reached
the best of fee.ing prevailed, and as
ong of the delegates expressed it,
“When I came into this hall I wasa
Clements man, but now I am for Ciard-
ner and willdo all 1 can for his elec-
tion,” Mr, Clements himself retained
his composure throughout the whole
proceading, and at its close expresssd
himself fully satisficd with the resolt,
which was made possible only through
his witdrawal from the race, und which
he did in a manner that gained for him
many uew friends, Mr, Gardoner will
make a strong candidate at the polls and
the harmony which now prevails in the
republican party will go a long ways
toward making his election sure.

What desperate efforts the democrats
are making to harmonize., Realizing
the seriousnvss of bis recent criticism of
Bryan, Senator Morgan at the earnest
reéquest of his fricuds has made another
“statement” in which he says that after
all Bryan is the logical candidate. He
also reiterates his confidence in expansion
and says that Bryan and McKinley
stand together on the platform of
puthing the war toa successful termina-
tion in the Philippines. This is doubt-
less refreshing news both for President
Mc¢Kinley and Candidate Bryan.
